vel aify, at firſt or laft/ has, hit them. ſure, and 
brought them to deſtruction. , _ . 
rn, over the Murthets of 4 s gw Da- 
Alexander the Great, Hannzbal, Pompey, Ceſar 
[Fivers orher Emperovits, mgs and Princes, 
wo fell by, treachery, and whoſe Blogd was 
thoro LG k-5; on' the Murtherers , even 
when th fed themſelves the moſt Teciire, 
1 ſhaft Feed to'Mmore tniodern times, and not

exceedirig 670. years paſt : And Firſt, I ſhall 
begit! with the Murther of good King Edmund, 
Sirnamed the Ironſide, being the thirty third Mo- 
narch of the Engizſh-men. 

This King of the Saxon 'Line, ſucceeding his 
Father King Ethelred, was Crowned at King Fone 
upon Thames, by Livingus Arch- Biſhop of Can- 
terbayy, on the 16 of April, Amo 1016. At what 
time the Pagan Danes, with bloody cruelties in- 
feſted this iſland, deſtroying and burning all be- 
fore them, without regard to either Sex or Age. 
But ſuch was the ſucceſs of this valiant King, 
that he not only put a ſtop to their proceedings, 
butt gave them many fatal overthrows, - and 
had paſt all diſpute forced them. to have 
left the prey, the which fo long with bloody 
hands fo eagerly they graſped, had it not been 
for the prodigious Treaſons of the Monſter E- 
drick, a Perſon who by this Kings means, du- 
ring the Reign of his Father, though ill deſerving 
ſich a Title, had been created a Duke, and 
was now General of King Edmund's Army, and 
by the power of ſuch a truſt , ſonghr- by all 
means the downfal of his Lord, which to his E- 
ternal Infamy he at laſt effeCted, as ſhall here- 
after be related. 

Long time had this treacherous Duke ſought 
opportunity to bring the goed King to deſtru- 
Aon, bat ſiacceſs fowaited on his Arms, thar for 
a long time no advantage could. be ay” *-

| for. tad he done it whilſt the Daverwere weak, 
his hopes had been fruſtrated: Yet growing: im- 
patient/of delay, he reſolved to make. ſome at- 
rempr to bring about his -wicked. purpoſe. , And 
therefore .a fierce 'Battel being begun berween 
the Engliſh ahd Danes at Sberoſt an in Worceſter-ſhire, 
which continued blbody.and\ doubtful fer? rwo 
days ;'.but; in end 'the_ 'Danes beginning to 
. ſhrink ,  Edrick preſently cut off the Head of one 
of-his own Soldiers, named Oſmearzs ; like the 
King in Hair, ſhape of his. Beard -and Counte- 
nance, held it-upon his bloody Sword, ſtill gaſp- 
Ing, and cried tothe Emgliſh Hoſt, fly wretches, 
fly, get you away for your King is ſlain, behold 
7x Head, - therefore ſeek now to ſave your own 

VES. 

The ſight fo daunted -the courage of ,the Eng- 
liſh, who entirely loved their King , that the 
. Battel began to ſwerve, and wanted bur little of 
plain flight, which had certainly been, had not 
King Edmynd underſtood the cauſe, and inſtant- 
ly from a high place chewed himſelf to his Sol- 
diers, with many words of incouragement \ſtay- 
ed them in their Ranks, and by entering amonglit 
the rett of - the Squadrons, -given them; new vi- 
gour, ſo that plainly perceiving the treachery, 
-they bent their Bows againſt the Traitour, and 
had diſpatched him, had he not ſunk into the 
Rear :.Yet they turned their fury upon the Danes 
and made great ſlaughter, even till the Field 
was

was colonred with Blood, continuing the- Fight 
till Night parted them. At what time the trea- 
cherons Duke came to the Kings Tent, and af- 
ter much ſeeming ſabmiſfion,” excuſed his Trea- 
ſon, by alleadging he was miſtaken in the Coun- 
tenance of the Man, and thisſting to fave Engliſh 
Blood, adviſed them to ſhift for chemſelves : As 
for the former part of the'excuſe, *tis not doubt- 
ed bur he- ſpoke true; for that day the King 
was diſguiſed in the Battel, and this Wretch who 
ſought his deſtruftion,” might in the hurry rake 
Ofmearus for him, and for that cauſe flew him. 
But ſach was the goodneſs of the King, that his 
diſſimulation gained belief, and he was again re- , 
ceived into favour, thongh contrary ro the mind 
of the Kings Council, who' would have had him 
baniſhed, and well had' it been for King Edmund, 
had their advice been taken ; for a treacherous 
friend '1s 'more dangerous than an open Ene- 
my. 
This ſtratagem failing, the Danes raiſed their 
Campinthe dead of Night,and Marched with all 
ſpeed towards London, which City continned Loy- 
al ro King Edmund during his Life. 

The King the next Morning having notice of 
the Danes departure followed with all his Hoſt 
to prevent the ſpoil, and by his ſwift Marches, 
ſo rerrified the Danes, that they altered the-pur- 
poſe they had to beſiege the City, , and the King 
entered i in Trinmph.- And ewo days after ba 
Az ving

ving refreſhed his Army, reſolved to follow his 
advantage, and thereupon 22400 to Branferd, 
where the Danes were Encamped, he gave them 
a great overthrow; which Edrick perceiving , 
and fearing the Danes would be- forced to leave 
the Land, he adviſed King Edmwnd to make a 
truce with them, uſing ſo many Arguments that 
he prevailed with the King, even when he had 
them all at his Mercy, and therefore leaving 
London, he retired into the Welt. 

The Danes no ſooner perceived themſelves free 
from danger , but they fell to plundering and 
burning as fearfully as ever, which cauſed the 
King again to advance, and entering Kent with 
his Army,near unto Oateford, he gave them Bat- 
tel, which continued” doubtful and bloody for 
the ſpace of four hours. When the Daxes Vaunt- 
gard giving back, their Horſe upon the Right 
* advanced, yet fell ſoon into diſorder, and Teti- 
ring amongſt the Foot put them to the rout, {o 
that they were flain on all hands, leaving above 
four thouſand dead on the place ; when of the 
Engliſh there died not above fix hundred, and 
here had not the Traitour Edrick ſtopped the 
Engliſh in purſuit of rheir Enemy, by laying be- 
fore them the danger of an Ambuſh, the Danes 
had never more been able to have made Head. 
But by this means they. had leiſure to pals. into 
Eſſex, and ſend for recruits from beyond. the 
Seas, and then began to tyrannize as: much as 
ever,

ever, Which rand bing Lim Y Arun Eſſex 
with his Army alhee It es, and 
at Aſhdon three Miles ON Soff on-lolden, gave 
them Battel,” which was Be maintained on 
either fide for many hours, till in the end rhe 
Danes began ta recoil,, Which Edrick Pergeiving, 
drew. oft his Party, ang fell; to the.;En@my, by 
which means they became Victopious : So gu 
therg died of the Fagiy Map Rules, Ack, 
Godwin, {£thelward, ER Wit, and Urchin , 
rogerher with C ſhop of Lauder, and Wood 
ſex Abbot of > Nel many qther of the 
—_ that were come-thucher..to pray for the 
ſucceſs of the Army again! the Pagan Danes, the 
remembrance. of whioh overthraw ..1s: retained 
unto this day. 

King | Edwynd thi 5, betrayed was foxced to 
retire fram the Field,,.on foor, and with the re> 
maindex of his Army marched to, Glaceſter , 
whereupon London {ubmitted:ta the Conquerors, 
as likewiſe did all the places af frength adja- 
cent. Yet ſich. was the love af. the Engiy to 
their King, that they row al parts reiorted to 
him, and earneſt tq Fg the ;late diſhonour, 
though at the utmoſt hazard, ſoon recruited his 
Army, and came an- to- meet the Dazes, who 
ſiyelPd with ſucceſs were advancing Northward 
and at Dearburs near. unto the River Severs met, 
where both Armies, were ſet in Battel Array; 
when juſt as the bloody blaſt was about to be 
A 4 foune

ſounded, A Captain: ſtepped between -'the 
Hoſts ,. and deſired to be heard, which being 

granted, he thus began. ehky 
Many Battles ( faid he |) - have been fought, 
and many ſtreams of Blood already ſhed- for 
the Sawereignty of this Land between theſe rwo 
valiant Nations,and the conrage of the Generals, 
Captains and Soldiers ſufficiently cried,” wherein 
Fortune her ſelf ſeemeth-to have been Con- 
quered ; for if at any time a Battel was won, 
it was not long kept, neither the Conquered fo 
weakned, but that he retained both "Courage 
and power to turn the Scale. What is the mark 
then you aim-at ? Is it honour and fame ?- Titles 
indeed that attend on War; bat ſeldom long 
enjoyed, or rarely fall to the lot of the common 
Soldiers, at the price of whoſe Blood they-are 
for the moſt purchaſed. - Lee him” chere- 
fore that would wear the' Crown hazard him- 
ſelf ro avoid the ſlanghter of many men, and 
oy mge Combate try who is moſt worthy to 
mmand, and who to Obey, or divide betwixt 
them the Kingdom, which is large enough to 
maintain two; having heretofore maintained R- 

ven Reigning Kings. f 
This Propoſal was imbraced by King Edmund 
as the beſt expedient to put an end to a hazar- 
dons and doubrful War ; as likewiſe by. Caxute 
King of the Danes, who by mutual conſent went 
into an Iland called Alney, ſtanding in 'the Se. 
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(9) 
very, adjoyning unto the City of Glocefter, where 
both being ſtrong of body they fought like Lions 
one to ſecure his Kingdom, the other to gain it. 
Bur in the end; the Dane being wounded, he in- 
tfhated a parly, which Edmund granted, and 
then with a lond voice thus proceeded; 

Whar neceſlity ſhould thus move us, moſt 
Heroick King, that for the obraining of a Title, 
we ſhould this indanger our Lives? Is it nor 
betrer- to lay malice afide;, 'and condeſcend: to 
an amicable agreement? Let us now therefore 
become fworh friends, and divide the Kingdom 
berween us, and in ſuch a League of friendſhip, 
thar each/ may uſe rhe others part as his -own, 
ſo ſhall this Land be peaceably Goverried, and 
we murually afliſt each others neceſlity. 

This Speech ended, both the Kings caſt down 
- their Swords, and imbraced each other, npon 
which great' ſhours aroſs in either Army, who 
before ſtood doubtful of rhe ſicceſs, - and this ac, 
cord being ratified, the Kingdom was divided by 
Lot ; and that part bordering/ on the Coaſt- of * 
France fll-to King Edmund, who howſeever en- 
joyed it not long, for in this Treaty the offence of 
Duke Edrick was included, and npon his ſubmi{- 
ſion he raken into favour by the good King, 
and fo continued as it were glutted with the fa- 
vour and princely bounty of two Kings, rill ar 
laſt refolying to perfect his' many Treaſons be. 
gun, he-warched his opportunity as' Kirg Ed- 
mund

mud Was. alone in the ,Drayght-houſe evacua- 
and having placed himſelf beneath , wich 

« ag Spear he run is pp into the Kings Belly, 
that he there died; then Coun BP, he traite- 
rouſly. and inhumanely cut off his Head , and 
eſcaping. with it undiſcovered to Canwe the Dar 
w{h.King, and preſepting it, to him with theſe 
fawrung yalutations : Aj Hai thou now ſole Ms: 
nargh. of England ; for bere bebold the Head of thy 
Copgrnw, which for thy Jake I have advemured tg 


Coanmte:though ambitious enongh of the Sovye- 
raignty, yet of Pringely diſpoſition,abaſhed, and 
fore grieved at ſo unworthy. and glifloyal an at- 
tempt, replied with an-Qath, that in reward of 
that Servige the bringers Head ſhould: be advan- 
ced aboveall the Peergefhis Kingdomwhich high 
hongur , whilſt the, erajterous wretgh,, greedily 
expeCted..( and indeed for.a time found: fome fa- 
vaur;). his. Head bythe Kings . command: was 
{mitten;off, and fixed upon a Pole on the higheſt 
Gate.of the City of Londen, as he moſt juſtly des 


ſeryed.; .His Wite' and Children were! baniſhed ; - 


and great was the rejoyfing throughout England 
at the Death of this prodigious Regicide, and 
betrayer of his Copntxy. 

King Edmund: Body. was buried at Glaſften-bury 
pear. © his Father King Edger ; he was of per- 
ſon, tall, for Courage hardy, ſtrong. of. Limbs, 
and well could indure. the inconyeniencies of 
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War; for which ſome think he had his additional 
name of Ironſide ; with him ag - that time fell the 
Glory of the Engliſh, he leaving but one Son, wiz. 
Edward, who: was Sir-named the Out-law, by rea- 
ſon all the Reign of Canmte he lived' in Hungary, 
and there Married the Queens Siſter, not re- 
turning into England till the Reign of his Uncle 
King Edward the Confeſſor. 4 

Thus fell this good King, and.thus Heayens 
vengeance overtook the Traitour, whoſe mile- 
rable end in ſome fort made an atonement for 
the innocent Blood ſhed by wicked hands; as 
likewiſe for the Death-of Sigefreth and Morear, 
King Edmungs Queens formgr Husband and Bro- 
ther, who were murthered-at Oxfurd by the'cons 
trivance of Edrick.

The - Hiſtorical relation of the depoſing and 
barbarous Murther of Edward the. Second, 
contmonly called Edward of Carnarvan, 
King of England, Lord of Ireland and 

Duke of Aquitaine, and the Forty eighth 

** Monarch of England ; with the manner of 
Gods. vengeance upon. thoſe that were guilty 
of ſhedding his Blood. 


Dward the Second of that Name fince the 
Conqueſt, was Son to Edward 'the Firſt, 

( the terror of Syria, and dread of Scotland) and 
his Wife Queen Elenor, Born on the 25 of April, 


1284. at Carnarvan in North-Wales, and after the - 


Death of Lewellm ap Griffth; in regard of the 
place of his Nativity, he was with the general 
conſent of the Welch created Prince of Wales, 
which Title has ever ſince devolved upon the 
Heir apparent to the Crown of England : This 
Edward being the firſt who had that Dignity con- 
ferred -on-bim, and his Father dying, he was 
Crowned with great applauſe in the 23.Year of 
his Age: Then having ſerled the Aﬀairs of Scot- 
land, he paſled over to Bullom, and there in great 
Rate was Married "to Jabel Daughter to Philip 
the 
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'the fair, King of France, and returned. with his 


Bride, not paſſing twelve years of Age in great - 


Triumph, when /as taking ,into his Favour one 
Pierre Gaviſton (whom his Father bad baniſhed, 


bur himſelf inticely loved; ) many of the Nobili- 
ty were diſpleaſed, though -the King made no 
great account - of ſuch - their- diſpleaſure : This 
Gaviſton was a ſtranger by Birth, Born: in Gaſ- 
coigne; . but a Gentleman in all reſpects, being in 
his younger. years brought up with che King, 
during his being Prince of Wales, and now made 
Earl of Cormwel; yet ſo prevailed the Enviers of 
his riſe, that they procured a Decree for his 
perpetual Raniſhment out of England : But. the 
Kings love ſtill following him, he was made Go- 
vernour of freland, and within a while revoaked ; 
and in his return met by the King at Flim-Caftle 
in North-Wales ; and there had beſtowed on-him 
to. Wife Joan of Acres Countels of Glocefter, the 
Kings Siſters Daughter. Yer ſo far prevailed the - 
diſcontented Lords, that a third time they, pro- 
cured his baniſhment, but beyond the Seas his 
life being often put in. hazard by the.procure- 
ment of his Enemies ; as ſome ſuppoſe by the 
Kings ſecret ſending for he returned within 
ſix Months, to the great trouble of the Queen 
and her. party, who by this time began-to. dif- 
atteft her Husband, and joyn with the Lords a- 
gainſt Gaviſtin. Whereupon fifit ſeeming to Pe- 
tition for a redreſs of grievances, they atter rook 
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up Arms, of which the Earls, Lanedffer, Warwick 
and Hereford wert chief, and Within a while the 
Earl 'of Warwick at a place called Black/ow (af- 
terwards ' Gavenſhead ) having furprized Ga. 
winſton cur off his Head, to the high diſpleaſure 
of the King; who at that time was not capable 
of hindering ir, yet exceſſive was the grief and 
difpleaſire he conceived ; fo that the Tords 
thought it not ſafe ro lay down their Arts till 
they had reconciled themſelves to the King , 
which was done by the mediation of Gilbere Earl 
of Glocefter, and ſeveral Prelates who travePd 
therein. Yet not firm but the King -continu- 
ed a ſecret diſpleafure againſt the ehief Actors, 
but his melancholy was diverted by the Queens 
being delivered of her firſt Son at #id/or, who 
ſacceeded him by the name of Edward the third, 
as ſhall hereafter be related. 

The Scors npon notice of this Inteſtine brojil 
greiv haughty, and under the Command of Ro- 
bert their King, not only put many allronts up- 
on the Engliſh, who ſo long before had Lorded 
it over tfar Nation, but made - ſeveral Inroads 
into the Northern parts, which cauſed King Ed- 
ward to draw together a great Power, compo- 
ſed as well of Foreign Nations as of Engliſh, and 
marched againſt them. But ſeveral of the dif- 
affected Lords ,, under pretence that the King 
had not ratified rhe promifed Liberties and Pri- 
viiedges, refuſed ro afhſt him ; fo that for want 
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(5) 
of 'good conduct, though the Emngliſh exceeded 
the Szors in number, yet [coming to a' Battetat 
Banvcksboury' near Streveling , the Emgiiſh' were 
overthrown more by ſtratagem than plain force; 
for the Scots having digged pits, and ſer up ſharp 
ſtakes in chem , coverd them over with Earth 
and Hurdles ; fo rhat the Emgiqh Horſe charyi 

furiouſly, their weight broke the Hurdles, _ 
there goring on the !takes became nſtleſs, being 
in that manner killed on' all des by Szotrofh 
Archers, who let fly at them as thick as Hajl, 

Upon this diſcomfiture, the King was refolved 
to die in the Field, and mach 'perſwations. were 
uſed to induce him to ſave himſelf by-reniring. 
In this Batre! fell rhe Earl of Gheefter, and the 
Lord Chffwd, ard about pov. Knights and E- 
ſquires, and as Modes Accoumans relates, 600ps 
common Soldiers , though the Scorch Hiſtorian 
will have it x 5600. 

The King | being retired to Trk, refolved 'to 
raiſe a new Army to revenge this diſhonour, 
but ſfach was the perverſeneſs of his Nobility 
that it came to nothing ; -yet the/Srorx herghened 
with this ſixcceſs atrempting/to win Ireland. were 
oy overthrown, and Edward Brother to King' Rea 

' bet, who had cauſed himſelf ro be Growned 

King Nam. 

' And now the King having loſt his Privado- or 

fecond ſelf, to whom he might open the Cabinet 

of his choughts,co ſupply the Room of Gewiſtone, 
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began to ſettle his affeftions on DY Spencer 
Lord "Chamberlain, -and ſo ——_— T> on 
likewiſe 'on his Son for his ſake, that all things 
moved by their. advice, which more inraged the 
diſcontented Lords than the aCtions of Gawviſtone 
had done; eſpecially when they perceived two 
to ſpring up in the room of one. Yet fo far the 
Lords prevailed, that: they procured their ba- 
niſhment; but not long, for the Earl of Lancaſter 
and the Lords of his Faction raking up Arms,the 
King” was reſolved to maintain his Regal Au- 
thority,” though with: the loſs of his Life : And 
therefore marched againſt them, who now up- 
. on ſome diſtaſte given , were deprived of the 
Queens mediation, . and thereupon command- 
ment was given for the reverſion of the Sen- 
tence'againſt the Spencers, which was performed 
at London by the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury and 
his Suffragan : And now the King having increa- 
ſed bis Power,followed hard upon the Lords, and 
cauſed Lancaſter to: draw off his Army from Burton 
upon Trent, and march towards Burrowbridges, 
when in the way ſeveral of the-Lords of his Fa- 
Qtion left him, and threw themſelves upon the 
Kings:Mercy, amongſt whom was the Traitour 


Lancaſter with his retinue being armnved at 
Burrow-Bridges, was there ſtopped by Andrew 
D* Hackerly Captain of Carlile, and Simon Ward 
Captain of Jrk, who: had gathered great forces 
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(t7) 
ih thoſe parts, and there after ſome parly, he 
and the Lords of his Faction ſurrendred thems 
ſelves : When three days after the King came 
with all his Forces, and Ere&ted a Court of Jus 
ſtice, where the Earl of Lancafter, and moſt of 
the Lords and Barons that were taken being Sens 
tenced as Traitours, were ſhortly after Execu- 
ted; beſides a number of the meaner ſort, though 
contrary to the Kings own inclination, as mas 
ny ſuppoſe by his afterwards bewailing the 
Death of his near Kinſman the. Earl of Lance» 
if, 

Things being at this paſs, the Queen began to 
conceive high diſpleafure at the proceedings of 
the Spencers, who had prevailed with the King 
to abridge her allowance; whereupon ſhe com- 
plained that ſhe was rather kept as mo 
Woman, than a Queen or Heir of Frence ; 
at that time Charles the Fifth King of France ſeek- 
ing occaſion of quarrel againſt the Englih, took 
this advantage, and ſecretly dealt with the 
Queen to obtain leave to come: to his Court, 
and t6 bring with her Prince Edward her Son, 


Which ſhe effeted, and at the ſame time the 


Lord Aortimer having corrupted his Keepers, 
or as ſome will have it, by giving thetn a ſleepy 
Potion, got out of the Tower and fled into 
France : Where upon the Queehs arrival, he be- 
came of her Cabinet Council , and otherwiſe 
more familiar than either became her ho-

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nour, . or 'his' duty, as in place convenient will 
appear... _.. 

Theſe things happening, and- great differerces 
ariſing berween the two Nations, Queen Tabel 
taking the advantage, ſolicited her Husband that 
ſhe might go over to mediate and reconcile the 
buſineſs, which requeſt of hers was ſeconded: by 
the Lord Spencer, who perſwaded the King from 
going over to ſecure: his poſleſſions in Normandy 
m perſon, upon no other account then that he 
was atfraid.to ſtay behind him. 

Upon this interceſlion of the Spencers, the King 
conſents tothe Queens deſire, and all things 
were prepared to tranſport-her ; where. indeed 
upon her arrival, ſhe fo far prevailed with her 
Brother, that matters of debate ceaſed , upon 
condirion that King Edward ſhould give to his 
Son the Dutchy of Aquizame, and Earldom of 
Pentine, which was accorded to, and the Prince 
fent over to do Homage to his Uncle for them, 
though to the utrer undoing of the King his 
Father ; for now the Plot began, which in the 
end. diſpoſſeffed him of his Crown and Life , 
though 'coloured under a pretence of ruining 
the Spencers; which ſpecious pretext drew many 
who would otherwiſe have been unwilling ro 
have ngaged. 

The - Prince having payed this Homage to 
Charles D* Volos King of France, was together 
with'Queen Jabel, his Mother, ſent for back, bur 
| the 
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the conſpiracy not yet having taken rogt , ſhe 
made many trivial excuſes tq delay time,. which 
Walter Stapleton Biſhop of Exeer, who attended 
on the Prince perceiving, and baving had ſame 
knowledge: of the frequent Coungils. that wera 
held, and ſeeing. the Kings Enemies. 1n ſuch fa- 
vour with the Queen,. amongſt whom. Mortimer 
was chief, he as in. duty, boung, fecretly retyrn- 
ed and advertiſed the. of the 1ummuinent dans 
ger ;.. who. thereupon. ſolicited . (.thqugh tg ng 
purpoſe ). the- King gf France: ta fend. pver. his 
Wife and Son. Whereupon he unadviſedly cau- 
{ed them, to be, proclaimed Enemies to the King- 
dom, and baniſhed them. with all thair adhg+ 
rents; Which. diſcovery. and. Sentence of Baniſh- 
ment., ſo _nettled the Queen and her. Accome 
plices, that. after ſome, ſeigned ſulyiſany ſhg 
reſolved by open, force.ta,cnter the Land, and 
thereupon-withqut. the conſent of her. Hyshand, 
or the Peers of England, ſhe affianced her Sop 
Prince Edward to the Lady i cy Tra pe to 
the Earl of. Hqayeult, and. with, the Maney. of ber 
Portion.,. levied Soldiers in Germany, and ather 
places. "ee _—_ | £7 Kobe, King 
Upon, notice of. theſe. proceedings, the: 
thought 1t time to ſtxengthen ranſelf. Kr wi. 
fore ſet forth his Navy, which ſcap! We me NaTe 
row Seas, braught in a Hundred ' and.. twenty 
Frexch Prizes; as likewiſe. he fortified the Sear 
Ports, and put Capone into the places | FA0k 
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ſtood moſt 'advantagions to" hinder the landing 
of a' foreign Army. Yet the Queen and her 
Confederates put ro Sea, 'her whole Power nor 
exceeding 3000 of all Narions, and two days be- 
fore St. Michaels day, "landed at Orwel im Suffolk, 
the force being commanded by the Lord Fob, 
Brother to the Earl of Hanawl. ” 

The news of their artiyal coming to the Kings

And by*this: his-unadviſed abandoning” his chief 
ſtrengrfis; be'pave the Queens party opporttini- 
ty to ferdhyhen themſelves, ſeveral: Lords and 
others daily coming- to: their aſſiſtance,” andthe 
better to terrify the Kings partakers, and: to

coly, ewo Earls, two Abbots , four Barons -and 
three: Knights from every County, with two of 
the Judges as from the Parliament, which-che 
Queer: had called at London tro perſwade him to 
a Refignation of his Crown to his -Son Edward, 
and ſo many devices they. had heaped together, 
that in the end having firſt given private notice 
to the/ King of their! approach, and the cauſe, 
they came to Kenelworth, and: preſented  therp- 
ſelves before the King, who clad in black ſurable 
to his mournful condition ,-. came out--of an 
inward Chamber, when in the head of the com- 
pany ſet in order according to- their qualities , 
the Earl of Leiceſter and Biſhop of! Hereford be- 
gan to declare the: Meſlage with which-they 
were charged by the Body of the -Kingdom, as 
they termed the ther: ſitting Parliamentalledg- 
ing that the Commonwealth of: #rg/and was 
weary of his Government, and \gonceived) ſugh 
irreconcileable diſlike: of:: his; -mgnggement gf 
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Kingly affairs , that they would by- no- means 
permit bim longer to Reign over them , bur 
were contented that his Eldeſt Son Prince Ed- 
, ward ſhould ſacceed him in his Throne, if he 
would make a voluntary Reſignation ; if not 
they would proceed: to-Eleft another. not of his 
Blood, &'c. * 
The ſound of this mournful Meſſage ſtruck fo 
to the Kings Heart, .that e're any could prevent 
it he fell to the ground, and lay ſtretched in a 
ſwoon a conſiderable time e*re life could be per- 
eeived, or he recovered to his Senſes : But in 
the end recovering, he with many heayy Sighs 
bewailed his Inforeunate condition, and began 
to parly with his Vaſlals, bur found them inflexi- 
ble, perſiſting -in' threatning ſort, to tell him , 
that unleſs he would freely reſign his Diadem 
to his Son, and diſclaim all Right-to the Crown, 
they would return his Anſwer, and that imme- 
diately thereupon the Parliament wou!id pro- 
ceed-ro the Election of another, not of his Race. 

Theſe Menaces made the diſtreſſed King (who 
now was fallen low in the Opinion of his Sub. 
jects through the falſe inſinuation of the faCtious 
Lords ) to conſent to their hard propoſals, con- 
feſling 'that for his many fins God had permitted 
theſe Calamities- to. fall upon him, but ſeeing 
they had-'not rejected his Race, he was content 
to ſubmit. Wherenupon they proceeded to the 
new invented and never before practiſed Cere- 

, mony 
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mony of dekinging their Sovereign, which in-this 
manner was 'performed_ by Sir William Trafſet, 
one of the Judges, who found out a Law Quirk 
to colour the deteſtable Treaſon as followeth. 

I William Trufſel, I the name of all Men of the 
Land of England, and of all the Parliament , Pro- 
curator, reſign to thee Edward, the Homage that was 
made to thee ſome time, and frum thus time forward, 
1 defie thee, and deprive thee of all Royal "Dignity, 
and I ſhall never be Tendant to thee as for King beve- 
after. This Ceremony or rather compadt 'of 
Treaſon being utter*d, Sir Thomas Blunt Steward 
of the Houſhold broke his Staff, and Proclaim- 
ed the Kings Houſhold diſcharged from any fur. 
ther Service; and then leaving the King  di- 
veited of Regal Authority , and under ſtrong 
confinement, they poſted to Lindon to tell the 
news, which was joyfully received , eſpecially 
by Roger Lord Mortimer of Wigmore; though the 
Queen the better to colour the Treaſon, ſeemed.

Now the next buſineſs was to ſet the Crown 
upan young Edwards Head, whom by reaſon of 
his Minority they- thought to Rule as them. 
ſelves thonght fit; who rotwithſtanding his be. 
ing but fifteen years of Age, utterly refuſed: to 
admit of the Ceremony, till he was aflvred ir 
was with his' Fathers free conſent : But ar laſt 
ſubmicting to the perſwaſions of the Qyeen and 
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Mortimer, he was Crowned, and Proclamation 
put out in his name, to fatishe the minds of 
p=ople, touching the free Conceſſion of his Fa- 
ther., 

Things being at this paſs, the Queen began 
to think of ſecuring her ſelf a Dowry, which 
ſhe did fo large, that it amounted to two parts 
of the Revenues of the Crown, which ſhe deli- 
vered *o the diſpoſal of Mortimer, at whoſe com- 
mand ſhe ſolely was,even as Fame reported, both 
at Bed and Board; but their ſecurity being in-+ 
terrupted by the pitty many ſeemed to have for 
the miſeries of the Depoſed King, they well 
knowing if he were again reſtored to his Dignis 
ty, it would prove their confaſion ; therefore 
laying afide all remorſe, they entered into a 
conſpiracy to make ſure of him. for ever by 
Murther. Whereupon removing him from Ke- 
mehyorth, and out of the Cuſtody of the Earl of 
Lancaſter, who they thought too much favored 
him ; he was delivered into the Cuſtody of Sir 
Thom.zs De Gournay, and Sir John Mattravers, two 
bloody Sycophants, who conveyed him to. Corfe 
Caſtle, from thence to Briſtol, and then to Berkly 
Caſtle, where after many barbarous and vile u- 
ſages, they Murrhered him ; the manner accor- 
ding to Helinſhead thus ; 


The Kings Death being reſolved on, Morrzmer 
procured Adam De Forleton to Write this doubt- 


ful 
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fal, but moſt wicked Sophiſm, and to be Sealed 
with the Queens Seal. 


Edvardum occidere nolite timere Bonum eſt. 


To ſbed King Edward's Blood 
Refuſe to fear 1 count it good. 


Where the Comma being put after Nolite, bids 
them not to make him- away, but placed after 
Timere expreſly commands it ; in performing 
which execrable Villany theſe Monſters were 
not ſlow, and the better ro colour the Regicide, 
leſt any outward appcarance of violence ſhould 
be obſerved they by force bind the good King,and 
( O barbarous inhumanity ) putting a Horn in- 
ro his Fundament to keep the outward part from 
ſeering, they thruſt a hot Tron throngh it, and 
therewith twiſted his Bowels to pieces, not once 
only, but often repeated the cruel torture, the 
which how painfal may be gueſſed by the pitti- 
ful our-cries the King made whilſt they were 
putting him to death, which cries were heard 
by many, bnt none durſt venture to relieve 
him. 

After this fon] and barbarons Murther com- 
mitted, it was blazed abroad that he died of 
gricf, and thereupon they publickly expoſed his 
Body to the Prelates,and others for ſeveral days; 
bur in a fhort time the Murther, which is ſeldom 
hid

hid came-to light, andthe Aftors known, though 


the Queen and Mcrtimer deeply difſembled the 
-*matrer, and to outward appearance ſeemed 


greatly afflicted. 

Upon the diſcovery Gornty and Mattravers 
fled, the former of which - was taken at Maſcels 
in France, where he- produced the Queen and 
Mortimers Seals for what he had done ; where. 
upen ſecret Orders. were ſent for Beheading him 
on Ship-board in his way for England, leſt had 
he come to a Trial, he ſhould have made a full 
diſcovery of the. chief. Conſprrator,; as for the 
latrer he wandered about miſerably in forreign 
Countries, and at laſt died miſerably in Traly, 
being eat up with Ulcers: And Gods vengeance 
found- out theſe Monſters of men, nor was -it 
flow in puniſhing moſt deſervedly Roger Lord 
Mirtimer, the chicf Contriver of the wicked Par- 
ricide, who having attained to the height of his 
ambition ; for he rogether with the Queen be- 


ing. at his Caſtle of Nottgham one. Evening 


( upon a bruite that his Mother was with Child 
by Mortimer ) the King with a well affected 
Compary having entered a Vault that went in- 
to the Caſtle, patted on till he came into the 
Chamber. where the - Queen was in- Bed, and 
Mertimer vndrefling himſelf ro go to her, and 
ſo ſecure they were, that they had left open 
the Chamber door, whereupon the King cauſed 
him to be ſeized, which was not fo ealily done,but 
rwa 
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two or three were killed in the attempt; for Mcr- 
timer -had at that tim? a Retinue of fourſcore 
Knights and Gentlemen attending him ; but in 
ſpite of reſiſtance he was carried off : And with- 
in.a While after condemned ( in Parliament )- for 
being acceſlary to the Murther of the late King, 
betraying the Nation, and waſting the Coin; as 
alſo for committing adultery with the Queen : 
Wherenupon he was ſoon after drawn to Trburn 
then called the Elms, and there hanged, where 
by the commandment of. the King, he continu- 
ed hanging for two days, being pittied of - none ; 
nor did he fall alone, for with him were Execu- 
ted Sir Simon De Bedford,” and. febn Dewverel Eſq; 
both concerned in King Edwards Murther, and 
thus Heavens vengeance. aim'd ſure and over- 
whelmed in;the height of. their pride and ſecu- 
rity, theſe Monſters of men that durſt by cruel 
tortures, ſhed the Blocd of their Anointed Sove- 
raign.

The Birth, remarkable paſſages, depofing and 
murthering of Richard the Second, Ki 
of England, France, and Lord of Ireland, 
the fiftieth Monarch of England ; with 
the manner of the Conſpiracies againſt, and 
V, _ that cvertook many of .the Re« 
gicrdes. 


TD Ihard' the Second was Son to the black 

;\- Prince, and Grandſon to King Edward 
the Third, being Crowned in the Eleventh year 
vf bis Age, ar the firſt entry upon lns Kingdom 
all things promiſed him a peaceable and proſpe- 
rous Reign ; but it continued not long fo, for 
by reaſon of the ill conduct of affairs in his Mi- 
nority, Fobn Duke of Lancaſter ruling all,” who 
was -ift hatred with the Commons, great num- 
bers of the Rabble roſe in many Counties un- 
der the Condudtt of their faCtious Leaders, upon 
pretence of Redreſling grievances, the common 
Cloak of Rebellion ; the principal Commanders 
being Wat Tyler and Fack Straw, two Mecha- 
nicks, who committed many outrages, as burn- 
ing, plundering and murthering in moſt places 
where they came, and were ſo far ſided with 
by

by the City of London, that they entered it with- 
out oppoſition, and took the Tower wherein the 
King was, and were deſigned to murther him, 
had not proyidence prevented it, by his conde- 
ſcending to what they demanded, though-never 
ſo unreaſonable, and granting a pardon to- all 
for what offences ſoever had been committed, 
upon which /a- great part acknowledged the 
Kings Conceſſions ſatisfactory, and fo 'returned 
home ; yet their grand Captains keep their Ar- 
mies on foot, and ſtill drew up unreaſonable Pe- 
titions, ſuch,as they knew the King could not 
with honour grant; and hereupon they took a 
pretence of doing more miſchief, intending to 
have divided the Kingdom amongſt Mechanicks, 
every County to have had a- King of the Com- 
mons, as they termed it : But e're they conld 
bring their rebellious purpoſe to perfeCtion it 
it was prevented, for Sir William Wahworrh then 
Lord Mayor of London being with the King at a 
Treaty with Wat Tyler, and hearing the Traitor 
{peak irreverently of his Soveraign, and offerin 

to murther one of the Kings Knights, for net 
ſhewing him ſach reſpeft as he required ;, he 
with his drawn Sword Arreſted him as a Traitor 
in We#-Smithfield, and he refuſing to yield, ſome 
Lords coming in he was killed , and had his 
head cur off and carried on a Spear ont of the 
mouth of which he had before impiouſly prote- 
ſted that all the- Laws of England ſhould pro- 
ceed. Ar

+ At the fall of their grand Captain the Rebels 
were: much grieved, and being near - twenty 
thouſand "ſtrong , reſolved upon revenge ; bur 
the young King ſpurring forward, told them, 
that he was, and would be their Captain, and 
thar-whatſozver they deſired, if it were lawful, 
they ſhould have,which appeaſed and cauſed ma« 
ny -of-them to throw down their Arms ; and in 
the mean ſpace the Lord Mayor having raiſed 
T0009 Citizens, and brought them 'to confront 
the Rebels under his own Conduct, that of Sir 
Robert Knowles and others, whereupon the Re- 
bels totally ſubmitred to the King upon promiſe 
of pardon.

CHAP. IV. 


The Barbarous Murther of Henty' the Sixth, 


King of England, France, and ' Lord of 


Ireland, the three and fiftieth Monarch of 
E d, with the particular Marks of 
Gods vengeance upon the ſhedders of Inno- 
cent Royal Blood ; together with the ' Poli- 
cies. and. Contrivances that were uſed to 
bring about the Barbarous R egicide. 


Enry the Sixth was Son to Henry the Fifth, 

and Grand-child to. Henry. the Fourth, his 
Mother was Katharme Daughter to King Charles 
the Sixth of France, upon him the Crown de. 
volved in his Infancy, his Father dying when he 
was about Seven Months old, and he Crowned 
at Eight; yet his Warlike Father having time in 
his ſickneſs, made his laſt Will and Teſtament, 
conſtituting his' Brother the Duke of Gloceſter 
ProteCtor of England during his Sons Minority, 
and his other Brother the Earl of Bedford Regent, 
and to the Duke of Exceter committed he the 
care of young Henry , though to be nurtured 
and brought up by the Queen. 


Matters 
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Marters being thus ſettled, the King dies of a 

burning Feaver at Bois D* Vincenois in France, and 

for a time all things Were calm ,,. eſpecially 

in England, though.they continued not long - fo, 
for akhoogh no diligerice was wanting in _the 
Dukes Regents,” yet the Kings Minonty gave 
way. to many Exorbitancies as well amongft the. 
Vulgar as the Nobility, and France deſirous of 
gaining her former liberty, continually ſtruggled 
with the Conquerour, "the. active Dauphin ſtill
